GAINS CLAIMED 


BY RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd, November ‘5.—(Via . Lon- 
don.) — The Russian war offiice today 
gave out the following statement: 

Near Riga yesterday our troops 
progressed slightly toward the west of 
Lake Akkel. Artillery and rifle fire 
continues all along the front in this 
region. 

“In the region of Jacobstadt and on 
the Dvina there is no change in the sit- 
uation. Near Dvinsk, sotith of Lake 
Swenton, the enemy at 5 o’clock this 
morning delivered an attack against 
the village of Platonovkam, which was 
repulsed with heavy losses. So far over 
a thousand bodies have been counted 
on the field. Further south calm pre- 
vails as far as the Pripet. 

“To the west of Rafalovka (on the 
Styrriver) the enemy, on the evening 
of the 3d, delivered an attack from the 
village of Kostiukhnovka. After fierce 
fighting during the night, our troops 
drove off the Austrians, capturing 
2 guns, 3 machine guns, 250 prisoners 
and a large quantity of arms and am- 
munition. 

“In the region of the village of 
Volitza, north of Novo Alexiniec, we 
attacked enemy forces which had ap- 
proached our entanglements. The 
enemy was driven back after a bayo- 
net fight. We captured 3 officers and 
160 men. 

“Fierce fighting continues on the 
right of Stripa (east Galicia), in the 
region of Semikovitze, the artillery 
duel on both sides being very violent. 

“Our ships opened fire against the 
German positions near Shlok, west of 
Riga. 

“The situation in the Caucasus is un- 
changed.” 


FIVE AIR FLIGHTS 
ON BRITISH FRONT. 


London, November 5.—The following 
official communication from Field 


Marshal Sir John French was made 
public tonight: 

“Ydésterday five air flights took place, 
resulting in a German aeroplane being 
brought down in our line. 

“Since the first of November the 
weather has been very wet. Mining ac- 
tivity continues on both sides.“ 


RUSSIANS REPULSED, 
AUSTRIANS REPORT. 


Vienna, November 5.—(Via London.) 
The following official communication 
was issued today: 

“Russian theater: The fighting 
around Sienikowce continued today and 
was concluded with the complete re- 
pulse of the Russians from Sienikowce 
and the western Stripa bank. The 
enemy lost 2,000 prisoners. The 
Transylvanian Honved division fought 
uninterruptedly four days and four 
nights, and had a most prominent part 
in — 5 recapture of all our positions. 

“West of Rafalokva the enemy pene- 
trated our line, but was repulsed by 
counter attacks. The fighting has not 
yet terminated. 

“In the northeast on several parts 
of the front there is increased Rus- 
sian artillery activity.“ 


ITALIANS REPULSE 
AUSTRIAN ATTACKS. 


Rome, November 5.—(Via. Paris.)— 
The official statement from the Italian 
general headquarters dated November 
5, was made public this evening: 

“During yesterday there was an in- 
tense action by our artillery and in- 
fantry, which are actively engaged in 
strengthening conquered positions. We 
repulsed enemy attacks in the valleys 
of Rienz and the Pontebbana torrents. 
on the slopes of Monte Calvario, north- 
west of Gorizia and on the Carso. We 
have taken sixty-four prisoners and one 
machine gun. . 

Bad weather prevails throughout the 
theater of operations. here is an 
abundant snowfall in the higher zone, 
and a persistent rain in the lower.” 

Vienna, November 5.— (Via London.) 
The Austrian war office tonight issued 


the following: 

“Italian theater: Near Gorizia the 
situation is calm. There has been a 
violent artillery fire on the bridge- 
head of Gorizia and the northern part 
of the plateau of Doberdo. Isolated 
Italian attacks collapsed. During the 
night six attacks against Zagora were 


repulsed. 
“An Italian airship threw bombs on

GERMANS ADMIT 
RUSS OFFENSIVE. 


Berlin, November 5.—(By Wireless to 
Sayville, N. Y.)—The Russians are still 
on the offensive in the region south- 
west of Dvinsk, but their attacks 
against the German lines have been 
futile and they have suffered heavy 
losses, German army headquarters an- 
nounced today. The statement says: 

“In spite of extraordinary losses, the 
Russians have repeated their fruitless 
attacks between Lakes Swenton and 
Ilson and near Gateni.

TRENCH RETAKEN 
BY THE GERMANS. 


Berlin. November 5.—(By Wireless to 
Sayville.) —Recapture of a trench north- 
east of Le Mesnil in the Champagne 
district which the French had held 
since October 24, was officially an- 
nounced by German army headquar- 
ters today. 

A counter attack by the French 
against positions captured by the Ger- 
mans to the north of Massiges failed 
with heavy losses to the attacking 
forces. 

Capture of three French officers and 
90 men, together with eight machine 
guns and twelve small mine throwers 
is reported. The statement adds: 

„Field Marshal French said in an of- 
ficial report: ‘It can be deduced from 
the casualty lists of seven German bat- 
talions which participated in the Loos 
battle that their losses were 80 per cent 
of their effectives.’ This statement is 
a pure invention.” 


TURKS REPULSED 


AT DARDANELLES. 


London, November 5.—The Turkish 
forcesin the Dardanelles took the of- 
fensive on November 4 and made four 
attacks on the position of the entente 
allies. All these attacks were repulsed, 
it is announced in an official state- 
ment issued here today. 

The official statement says: 

“Between 8:30 p. m. and 9:30 p. m., 
on the night of the 4th instant, the 
Turks attacked four times against our 
extreme right and Anzac. e enemy 
advanced with filled sandbags and 
built small barricades. On each oc- 
casion, however, they were repulsed 
with bombs and rifle fire and by 11 p. 
m. all was quiet. 8

London, November 5.—Official an- 
nouncement by the war office tonight

ot the sinking of the British transport 
Ramazan by a hostile submarine in the 


Aegean sea, in the latter part of Sep- 


tember, previously reported, shows that 


more than 600 men were lost when the 
transport went down. 

The official statement says: : 

“The war office announces that the 
British transport Ramazan was sunk 
by the an enemy submarine by shell 
fire at 6 a. m. on September 19, off the 
Island of Antikythria, in the Aegean 
sea. There were about 3800 Indian 
troops on board, of whom 75 were 
saved. Twenty-eight of the crew also 
were saved. A number of boats were 
smashed by shell fire. 

“The survivors reached Antikythria 
in their own boats the same night and 
were kindly and hospitably treated by 
the inhabitants.” 


Previous announcement of the loss of 
the Ramazan came in a dispatch from 
Athens on September 28, which told of 
the presence of survivors of the trans- 

ort on Greek territory, whence they 
ad been sent by the Greek government 
to Malta. No details regarding the

BULGARS SUFFER 

HEAVY LOSSES. 

Paris, November 5.—Reports from 
the Serbian front indicate that deter- 
mined resistance is still being offered 
to the Bulgarian forces which in- 
vaded the southern part of the coun- 
try. The Havas correspondent at Sa- 
loniki, telegraphing under yesterday’s 
date, says the Serbians are holding 
out firmly in the Babuna pass, and 
that the Bulgarians are suffering seri- 
ous losses. 

The Serbian city of Monastir, near 
the Greek border, is said by the corre- 
spondent to be safe for the present, 
as is Prilop, 25 miles northeast of 
Monastir. 

The Bulgarians bombarded the 
French positions at Krivolak on Wed- 
nesday, but without tangible results. 
Telegraphic communication is being 
maintained for the exchange of official 
messages between Saloniki and Monas- 
tir and Saloniki and Nish. 

French staff officers at Saloniki do 
not seem to regard the position of 
the Serbian army as critical. They 
declare that the retreat which is now 
being conducted gives the defending 
army greater liberty of acti with- 
out — gg td it. In principle, they 
contend, the loss or gain of one town 
or another is unimportant unless the 
ground involved happens to contain 
indispensable material resources, They 
maintain that the all-important thing 
is for the Serbs to continue their fight 
undismayed while the allies are in- 
creasing their forces, extending their 
lines and limiting the field of Bulga- 
riatt action, 

Paris, November 5.—The French war 
office has issued the following: 

“Army of the Orient: Notwithstand- 
ing the violent preparation by their 
artillery, the Bulgarians failed decid- 
edly November 3 in all their attempts 
against our bridgehead at Krivolak. 


“The same day to the east of Rabrovo 
we carried the villages of Memisti and 
Kajali and attacked the hill crests on 
the frontier. The Bulgarians have 
shown great activity with their artil- 
lery. They have*violently bombarded 
Valandovo. The action engaged in by 
our troops to the north of Rabrovo is 
going on.”

It carried the sound to the 
great Arlington, Va., radio station, 
where the transfer was made automat- 
ically by delicate mechanisms and the 
voices of the speakers hurled out into 
the air to be audible thousands of 
miles away to any radio operator 
whose set happened to be tuned up to 
the right pitch and who was listening. 


Followed a Loop. 


In effect, the conversations follow- 
ed a loop, 8 first by telephone wire 
to Arlington, radio to the towers 
of the navy yard station in New York 
by wire to the instrument on Admiral 
Usher’s desk and the rejoinders direct- 
ly by wire from New York to Wash- 
ington. 

o all appearances it was an ordi- 
nary long distance telephone conver- 
sation. No effort was made to sub- 
due the hum of voices in Secretary 
Daniels’ office and apparently the 
noise did not affect the clearness of 
the voices as heard in New York, for 
replies to questions came back in- 
Stantly and with little need for repe- 
titions. 

Secretary Daniels was enthusiastic 
over the success of the test and paid 
high tribute to the engineers of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
company who designed the instruments 
and arranged the demonstration.

The monarch was to have been ac- 
companied by Empress Sadako, but the 
nearness of the period when her majes- 
ty is expected ta give birth to another 
heir prevented her from participating 
in the ceremonies. 

Greeted by School Children. 

As the emperor emerged from the 
palace he was greeted by 200,000 school 
children who paid silent homage to the 
ruler. There was no cheering, the au- 
thorities bearing in mind the accident 
which happened to King George re- 
cently on the western war front, when 
his horse was frightened by the cheers 
of the soldiers and threw him, caus- 
ing painful injuries. Soldiers and blue- 
Jackets were drawn up in the streets 
ten lines deep. American and other

300,000 Wine for Old Men. 

As one testimony of his thought- 
fulness and veneration of the aged 
among his people, Emperor Yoshihito 
has inaugurated his coronation ceremo- 
nies by presenting 300,000 wine cups to 
the aged men throughout the empire, 
the minimum age for eligibility to the 
honor being fixed at 80 years. The 
cups are of artistic lacquered work 
and bear gold characters meaning, 
“Peace to the Aged” and “Commemo-

EXPORTS FROM GEORGIA

Valued at More Than Million 
Dollars Over Exports 
for September. 


Savannah, Ga., November 5.— Ex- 
ports from the customs district of 
Georgia for the month of October show 
an increase of more than a million 
dollars over the exports for Septem- 
ber, according to a statement made 
public today by Deputy Collector 
George I. Morris.

Radiograms State That the 
Great Battleship Comes

Boston, November 5.—The super- 
dreadnaught Nevada, testing her effi- 
ciency before the naval trial board to- 
day, plunged for twelve hours at top 
speed through the waters of Massa-

Paris, November 5.—‘There, Mon- 
sieur, with that you can go and see how 
Serbia is going to die,” exclaimed 
Ljouba Jovanovitch, minister of the in- 
terior, having a letter of recommenda- 
tion to the general staff to Albert Lon- 
dres, special correspondent of The 
Petit Journal. 

Armed with this letter M. Londres 
made his way far beyond Palanka, 
through long lines of retreating ox 
wagons and endless herds of sheep 
plodding through the mud of the Mo- 
rava valley, without panic, escaping 
from the Teutons whose voices were 
heard in the distance.

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JUDGE OLIVE WOULD USE AUTO 
TAX MONEY FOR SCHOOL BOOKS 

Judge Olive, representative from Rich- 
mond county, yesterday afternoon offered an 
amendment to the Jones automobile bill, now 
under consideration by the house, to use the 
revenue derived from the sale of automobile 
license tags to purchase free text books for 
the pupils of Georgia's public schools. This 
money, under the present law and under the 
new law proposed in the Jones bill, is used 
for the construction and maintenance of 
public roads. 

The Olive amendment is as follows: 

“To strike all of perastaen 20 and sub- 
stitute in lieu thereof the following: 

“The fund derived from the automobile 
license tax shall be apportioned to the sev- 
eral counties and local school systems on 
the basis of the number of children of 
school age, as the public school fund is now 
divided, and that the state board of educa- 
tion shall make regulations for the different 
county and local systems to apply this fund 
to the purchase of school books, beginning 
with the pupils of the first grade and going 
up the grades consecutively as funds may 
justify. Further, that the various county 
and local boards are expressly provided with 
authority, under general supervision of the 
state board of education, to use this money 
to the best advantage possible, looking to 
the ultimate furnishing of free text books 
to the pupils of all the elementary grades.” 

Speaking on his substitute, Mr. Olive 
said he had been conferring with Superin- 
tendent Brittain on the subject and that of- 
ficial is in hearty accord with the substitute 
as offered: “And he is,” said Mr. Olive, be- 
cause this is the foundation, the first step of 
a coming big thing in the state; the begin- 
ning of the greatest and most needed step 
forward-ever taken in Georgia. It is the 
foundation of a movement in the direction 
of starting every little child in the state 
toward the school house and an education, 
and there isn’t a man here who will express 
a preference for putting the money raised 
in this bill on the public roads rather than 
in the brains of the little children of Geor- 
gia. When we pass this it is going to be 
grand to go home and point to the construct- 
ive legislation of this extra session which 
will bear fruits for all time to come.” 


STARK WOULD PUT STOP TO 
SALE OF CAFFEINE DRINKS 


Judge W. W. Stark, representative from 
Jackson county and chairman of the tem- 
perance committee, yesterday introduced in 
the house the “soft drink’ bill which had 
been expected. 

This bill would prohibit the sale of “soft 
drinks” containing any amount of caffeine. 

The bill is as follows: 

“An act to make it unlawful for any per- 
son, firm or corporation in the state of Geor- 
gia to sell or offer for sale any beverage or 
beverages made from patent formula, used 
as an imitation or substitute for intoxicating 
drinks, containing any quantity of caffeine 
whatever, and for other purposes. 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of the state of Georgia, and it is 
hereby enacted by the authority of the same, 
That from and after the passage of this act, 
it shall be unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation in the state of Georgia to sell 
or offer for sale any beverage or beverages 
made from any patent formula, used as an 
imitation or substitute for intoxicating 
drinks, containing any quantities of caffeine 
“whatever. 

‘Section 2. Be it further enacted: That 
any violations of the provisions of this act 
shall constitute a misdemeanor, and be pun- 
ished as prescribed in section 1065 of the 
code of 1910. * 

“Section 3. Be it further enacted: That 
all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
this act be, and they are, hereby repealed.”

If it wasn’t for profits, the storekeeper 
could not live. is would cause the fac- 
tories to close down, banks would fail, and 
jobs would become as scarce ag noble, high- 
minded burglars. Thus, it seems that it is 
profits after all that makes the world go 
"round, 

But, the trouble is that some people seem 
determined to make the world ex the 
speed limit. ‘ 

There are three kinds of profits: fair 
profits, big profits and trust profits. There 
are also net profits and gross profits. The 
English call gross profits “takings.” For a 
nation, which doesn’t know a monopoly when 
5 sees it, this is a remarkably clever defini- 
tion. 
Profits vary greatl? in various lines of 
business. You can buy a pound of silver for 
$8, but if a solemn man with long hair takes 
that silver, and hammers it for two days, he 
can make it into a tea tray full of sublime 
dents, and sell it for $175. That is what comes 
of mixing profits with brains. 

On the other hand, the hardware man 

will sell you a small iron bolt for 5 cents, 
and will make 4 cents profit on it. But the 
automobile repair man will charge you 75 
cents for the same bolt, and $3.25 for putting 
it in place, and a quarter for the wear and 
tear on his wretich and overalls. 
* Soa is what comes of mixing profits with 
gall. : 
Occasionally, a man. gets all of something 
that there is. In that case, what he makes 
isn’t profit. It is swag. 

Some men are better at making profits 
than others. The farmers are, getting rich 
selling hogs at 9 cents a pound, while the 
packers claim they are getting poor selling 


Jobs as scarce as noble, high-minded 
burglars. 


pork at 25 cents a pound. Some presidents 
get $50,000 a year for their services, and 
die poor, while some aldermen get $1 a meet- 
ing and amass vast fortunes. 

Large profits are pleasant, but danger- 
ous. They cause financial congestion, which 
has to be relieved by long applications of 
society,’ automobiles, gay sons, private yachts 
and ticker tapes. On the other hand, small 
profits are usually only light lunches for 
some other fellow's big profits. 

Take it all around, profits are a worry 
which only ceases after we have died and 
the undertaker has made a 265 per cent 
profit by mixing it with grief. 

The great trouble with this country is the 
fact that there are too many profits without 
honor in it.

IN THE CHURCHES | 


In the spring, one of those who have im- 
portant connection with the vast purchasing | 
agency established for Great Britain with 
the house of J. P. Morgan & Co., spoke of 
the large and highly gratifying increase in 
the exports from the United States, saying 
that the movement began on. a large scale 
in October of 1914. He pointed to figures / 
which were authoritative, because they came 
from the department of commerce at Wash- 
ingt which showed that between October 
and the first of June the money value of our 
excess of exports over imports, as compared 
with the like periods of previous years, was 
approximately $800,000,000. He said, further- 
more, that he had been at some pains to 
make an analysis of these exports and the 
result was somewhat astonishing. 

The larger part of this increase was rep- 
resented by purchases in the United States 
of wheat and other food products, of horses 
and mules, and, to some extent, of cotton. 
These figures seemed all the more astonish- 
ing in view of the fact that every day reports 
were published which told of the purchase 
by the belligerent nations in the United 
States of various kinds of raw material. 5 

Nevertheless, an analysis of the exports 
did not tend to support these reports unless 
it were assumed that the greater part of 
these munitions of war was being manu- 
‘factured and would be exported from time to 
time, beginning later in the year. 

If, therefore, the reports of the purchase 
of war material, exclusive of the’ purchases 
which have been made through the agency 
of J. P. Morgan & Co., were correct, the United 
States has good reason to expect an amazing 
increase in our exports, which would begin, 
he said, in the fall of the year. 

There was, he continued, every reason 
for believing that the nations across the 
sea would continue to buy wheat and other 
food products in amounts as great, probably 
greater, than were the purchases of com- 
modities of this kind last fall. 

Justifies Forecast. 

That was a forecast made by competent 
authority in the late spring of this year. 
The latest of the official statements from 
Washington appears fully to jutsify this 
forecast. But it does a great deal more. It 
tells a story of ‘world trade unsurpassed, 
even unmatched, since the nations of the 
world began to trade one with another. It 
also reveals both the direct and indirect 
effect of the European war upon our com- 
merce with nations which are at peace. 

Last winter, some discussion which cen- 
tered upon our South American trade took 
place in New York and Washington and in 
other parts of the country. There seemed to 
de apprehension that Americhn merchants 
and manufacturers, and especially American 
bankers, would not be disposed or able to 
take full advantage of the opportunities 
which were opening, for instance, in South 
America for increased tfade.

Whatever the reason, the statistics which 
have come to Washington which tell of our 
trade with South American countries in the 
past eight months, are as astonishing as 
they are unexpected. We aided Argentina a 
few months ago by assisting in floating a 
loan, and Argentina has responded, for our 
exports to that republic were twelve millions 
money value greater in the eight months, 
which ended on August 30, than they were 
for the like period of the preceding year. 
Brazil, which heretofore has not bought as 
heavily in the United States as many have 
thought she should have done, increased her 
imports from this country in the eight 
months ending August 30 by six millions, 
and there are proportionate increases in our 
exports to other South American countries. 

In the financail district these figures have 
been read not only with gratification, but 
with hope, because the belief is strong that 
if we have been able in the past eight months | 
to make such inroads in the foreign trade 
of South America as these figures indicate, 
we should be able to maintain that increase, 
or a good part of it, after the Buropean 
war is ended. Reports were in circulation 
in this city two weeks ago that the secre- 
tary of commerce, Mr. Redfield, is now per- 
Suaded that the visible trade balance in fa- 
vor of the United States for the calendar 
year of 1915 will be in excess of one billion 
and one-half and may reach the amazing 
figure of one billion seven hundred millions. 

When it is borne in mind that the statis- 
tics which came recently from Washington 
do not contain the figures which show in 
detail our exports for September and Octo- 
ber, then the presumption is made strong 
that there will be an increase in the figures 
of the last four months of this year be- 
cause it is only within a few weeks that 
the heavy exports of munitions of war have 
begun. The rest of the world for the eight 
months, beginning December last, bought 
enormously of our food products.. The money 
value of our exports in corn increased almost 
sixfold and there was increase of almost 100 
per cent in our exports of flour, while the 
exports of fresh beef, which were almost 
negligible a year ago, were of the money 
value of twenty-seven million dollars, figures 
that tend to confute those who asserted a 
year ago that we could no longer be ex- 
porters of beef, but would have to be im- 
porters of it.

this article by appropriate legislation.” 

The remainder of the bill provides ma- 
chinery for the ratification of the amend- 
ment by the people.

The former secretary of state’s state- 
ment, which reiterates views he has 
previously expressed on the subject of 
preparedness for war, was regarded as 
the opening gun in the fight which ad- 
ministration leaders expect in congress 
against adoption of the plan. 


Bryan’s Statement. 

Mr. Bryan’s statement says: 

J have read the president’s speech 
at New York with sorrow and con- 
cern. He is doing what he believes to 
be his duty and so long as a man fol- 


lows his conscience and judgment, we 
motives, but we 
may be compelled to dissent from his 
conclusions. I feel it my duty to dis- 
sent, and, as he has given his views 
with clearness and emphasis those who 
differ from him are under a like ob- 
ligation to express themselves with 
equal clearness. 

“He says that his position is differ- 
ent from that of the preva individual 
in that the individual is free to speak 
hie own thoughts and risk his own 
opinion. This sentence is a little ob- 
‘scure. Insofar as he expresses his 
own opinion, he does not differ from 
the ‘private citizen except that he 
8 ks under a sense of official respon- 
sibility, but where a nation’s fate is 
involved in a policy every private citi- 
zen who loves his country and tries 
to serve it is conscious of responsibili- 
ty. The president will not assume that 
he is more deeply interested ‘n the 
welfare of his country than the mil- 
lions who elected him to be for the 
time being their spokesman, And if, 
as he evidently believes, he is giving 
voice to the opinions of his countrymen, 
he is, of course, anxious to have them 
as frank with him as he has been with 
them—how otherwise can he know 
whether he represents or misrepre- 
sents their views. . 


Pelicy Alleged to Be New. 


“He has announced a policy which 
has never before been adopted in this 
country and never indorsed by any 
party in the country and he has no way 
of knowing, until he hears from the 
people, whether he has correctly in- 
terpreted the will of the public. His 
appeal is not to any party, but, as he 
says, to men of ‘all shades of opinion. 
He asks for the hearty support of the 
country, meaning, of course, that he 
wants the support, provided the peo- 

le favor the policy which he has out- 
fined. He could not, of course, ask 
them to support a policy which they 
did not indorse, especially if they con- 
sidered the policy dangerous to the 
country. 

“From my view of the subject, the 
plan which he proposes is not only a 
departure from our traditions, but a 
reversal of our national policy. It is 
not only a menace to our peace and 
safety, but a challenge to the spirit o 
Christianity, which teaches us to in 
fluence others by example rather than 
by exciting fear. 

“The president says that we should 
be prepared ‘not for aggression, but 
for defense.’ That is the ground upon 
which all preparation for war is made. 
What nation has ever prepared for 
war on the theory that it was pre- 
paring for aggression? It is only fair 
to assume that the European rulers 
who are involved in the present war 
thought that they were contributing 
toward the maintenance of peace when 
they were making elaborate prepara: 
tions for defense. It is a false ph 
y and, being false, 
eads into difficulties. The spirit that 
makes the individual carry a revolver 
—and whoever carries a revolver ex- 
cept for defense?—leads him not only 
to use it on slight provocation, but to 
use language which provokes trouble. 
‘Speak softly, but carry a big stick,’ is 
one of the delusive maxims employ- 
ed by those who put their faith in 
force, There are two answers to it~ 
first, the man who speaks softly has 
not the disposition to carry a club, and

Cheaper Lights Forced 
From the Power Company 
By New Orleans Council 


New Orleans, November 5.—The city 
council today accepted a new schedule 
of rates for commercial and residence 
lighting offered by the New Orleans 
Railway and Light company, a subsid- 
lary of the American Cities, which city 
officials estimated will mean a saving 
of more than $310,000 a year to local 
consumers. The agreement resulted 
from negotiations which have been in 
progress about two years, and its ac- 
ceptance was followed by a statement 
that the city will abandon the project 
of building a municipal lighting plant. 

The new schedule for lighting is 
based on a block system rate ranging 
from 7 cents net for the first 20 kilo- 
watt hours, plus 25 cents per month 
per meter. The present rate is 12 
cents net for the first.30 hours and 
6 cents for all additional. 

The new rates, city officials said, 
will be effective December 1 next.

Secretary Gives Details in

Washington. November 5.—An outline 
of the army’s part in the national de- 
fense program to be submitted to con- 
gress in December by the administra- 
tion was made public tonight by Sec- 
retary Garrison disclosing officially for 
the first time details of the plan to 
citizen.

In brief, it is proposed to increase 
the regular army from 108,008 to 141,- 
843 officers and men (changing the 
term of enlistment from four years 
with the colors and three years on 
furlough, to two years with the colors 
and four years on furlough); to organ- 
ize a federal citizen army of 400,000 
(to be enlisted 133,000 a year for three 

ears); to strengthen the state militia 
2 increased appropriations and closer 
co-operation; and to spend $20,000,000 
a year for four years on coast de- 
fenses and $26,000,000 a year for four 
years in the accumulation of reserve 
material for use by a force of 500,000 


men. 

Mr. Garrison says that the framers 
of the new policy are conan" f conscious 
of the possibility of formulating mili- 
tary policies much better in theory, 
but that “after concentrated considera- 
tion of existing legal and other condi- 
tions they think it will be found that 
almost insuperable objections and dif- 
ficulties arise in carrying into practi- 
cal operation suggestions that from 
the military standpoint might other- 
wise be very acceptable.” 

Specialists Consulted. 


The statement reveals that in the 
preparation of their plans, war depart- 


ment officials have called inte consul- 


tation specialists in various lines of 
private industry. 

“It has been proposed,” it says, “to 
make available in time of need the 
services of those in certain kinds of 
employment requiring special knowl- 
edge and skill, such as railroad men, 
bridge builders, engineers of all de- 
scriptions, etc., and leading men in 
these lines and professions have been 
collaborating with the war department 
in an endeavor to formulate, by leg- 
islation or administrative action, an 
acceptable and useful plan with respect 
thereto.

HALF A MILLION SPENT 
BY. GERMAN PLOTTERS 


Federal Officials Amazed at 
Extent of Teuton Activities 
in United States. 


New York, November 5.—At least 
$500,000 has been expended in carrying 
out alleged German plots in this coun- 
try in an effort to prevent war muni- 
tions from reaching the allies, accord- 
ing to a statement made today by one 
of the officials investigating the cases 
of Robert Fay, who claimed to be a 
German army lieutenant, and five al- 
leged accomplices. 

Federal authorities admitted today 
that they considered unreliable the 
lengthy story which Fay readily told 
concerning his life history and activi- 
ties in connection with plots against 
steamships carrying munitions from 
Fay, it was 
said, is now believed to be a Hunga- 
rian, whose real name is Feji. 

Federal agents are trying to trace the 
source of the large amount of money 
said to have been spent by different 
men in carrying out, or attempting to 
carry out, the various bomb plots. 

Fay and Scholz, his brother-in-law, 
were closely scrutinized today a 
sergeant of marines from the Brooklyn 
navy yard, who was on duty, it was 
said, when an infernal machine was 
attached to the rudder post of the bat- 
tleship Texas some time ago. 

The story that an infernal machine 
was affixed to the battleship when it 
was in the navy yard was at the time 
officially denied. The sergeant of ma- 
rines brought with him a small square 
box which, it was said, was the infer- 
nal machine alleged to have been at- 
tached to the Texas.
